Intones— Hli Magnetic Control.

In appearance "the genial humorist," as 


ho was distinctively ssylod, was tall, slonder, 
light-comploxloned, with prominent foat- 
uros, iair hair, and oyes that twinkled with 
mirth, 
,'irimrull of good lollowshfp, ho was 


Kotiflrotis to a f unit. - -Ho expressed to mo his 
firm bolief in tho truths of tho Christian re- 
ligion, and in noca of his writings or loctures 
ivuro there any derogatory remarks upon 
ro'.igion or its professors or teachers. Pro- 
fanity ho abhorred, declaring that it was 
not funny, and If funny, It was indoceut and 
vulgar. Ho agrooi with Samuol Johnson 
that jesting upon holy things was so easy an 
accomplishment that no roal humorist would 
indulge in it. 


Like all victims to the insiduous disease — 


consumption— Ward grew moro and moro 
cheerful and hopof ul of recovery as he ap- 
proached tlio end, nnd his lost uttoronco was 
a pleasant allusion to tho princo o£ Wales, 
who just tlio'.i (1807) was receiving many 
prosunts.
